Washington, July 16 — Extended 


military service for selectees, Na- 
tional Guardsmen and members of 
the Army reserve was reported au- 
thoritatively today to be gaining 
substantial support in the senate, 
now that President Roosevelt has 
given his formal and unqualified 
backing. 


Presidential approval of a War 


department proposal that the pres- 
ent one-year service limitation be 
removed was conveyed to Congress 
yesterday by RobertMP. Patterson, 
undersecretary of War. In a letter 
to Speaker Rayburn, Patterson also 
asserted grimly that to demobilize 
about two-thirds of the Army in the 
next few months "would be to court 
disaster." 


President Says "Up to Congress" 
At his press conference later Mr. 


Roosevelt said the issue of holding 
the men in service beyond the year 
for which they were called was 
squarely up to Congress. But he 
added emphatically that he thought 
it was a simple choice to make, in 
times like these, whether the Army 
should be disintegrated or not. 


In the senate even some opponents 


of extension legislation said the Ad- 
ministration had sufficient votes to 
assure its passage. 


However, many members of the 


house military committee, talking 
in advance of the President's press 
conference statement, apparently re- 
mained doubtful about the bill. Rep. 
Kilday (D.-Texas) said in comment- 
ing on the need for it that' "they 
have to show us," and Rep. Thoma- 
son (D.-Texas) declared it would 
take a special message from the 
President to get the bill passed. 


Taf t Win Vote For It 


One indication of dwindling sen- 


ate opposition was seen by some 
legislators in a statement by Senator 
Taft (R.-Ohio) that he was willing 
to vote for additional service for the 
draftees, reservists and Guardsmen 
provided proper safeguards were in- 
cluded in the interest of the men. 
^Taft, who has been critical of 
"niany Administration-foi«Slfl~tX!l 
moves, disagreed with a request set 
forth in the Patterson letter for re- 
moval of the present limitation of 
900,000 selectees under arms at any 
one time, but he said it would be

rently in the making. 


In apparent reply to one of the 


arguments which has been been ad- 
vanced against requiring selectees 
to serve longer than the period now 
prescribed, the President told re- 
porters it would not be breaking 
faith with the men to extend their 
military duty so long as the nation 
had need for them. 


The original Selective Service Act, 


he said, provided that if it ;was 
necessary draftees could be retained 
either through declaration of a na- 
tional emergency by Congress or 
through an amendment to the act. 


The question of which method 


should now be used, he added, is 
one for Congress to decide.

Tokyo, July 16.—The cabinet of 


Premier Prince Pumimaro Konoye, 
which put Japan in the Axis line- 
up and bound her in a neutrality 
accord with Soviet Russia, resigned 
suddenly today. 


Its resignation,.a.palace announce- 


ment said, was to strengthen the 
government's policies in facing the 
situation at home and the confused 
problem abroad. 


Konoye presented his govern- 


ment's resignation en bloc to the 
Emperor at his summer palace at 
Hayama, southwest of Tokyo, and, 
as usual in such circumstances, re- 
ceived an imperial command to re- 
main in office until another govern- 
fnent is organized. 


The Emperor and Empress ar- 


ranged to return promptly to Tokyo. 


The resignation came exactly a 


year after Prince Konoye was en- 
trusted with the formation of a gov- 
ernment which was to deal with, 
grave issues arising from the war 
in Europe, especially the German 
conquests of France and the low-

rains and generally improved grow- 
ing conditions may push Pennsyl- 
vania's major fruit crops well ahead 
of the average for the last 10 years 
but slightly below 1940 production, 
the 
federal-state crop reporting 


service said today. 


Apples, major fruit product of the 


state, are sizing well in southeastern 
counties but may be light in north- 
ern and western sections because of 
late spring cold injury. The condi- 
tion of the crop July 1 was 60 per 
cent, as compared with a ten-year 
average of 55 per cent and 62 per 
cent last year, the service pointed 
out. 


Varied apple prospects were re- 


ported from other eastern states, 
with a slightly below average crop 
indicated in New England, where 
the June drop was heavy and the 
set of fruit light in most orchards. 
New York apples, however, were in 
better condition than last year, 
growers declared, and prospects are 
above last season in the Lake On- 
tario and Lake Champlain areas. 


Large Peach Crop Looms 


Production of peaches, on the 


basis of July 1 conditions, is indi- 
cated to be the largest since 1931, 
with the crop developing normally 
in Pennsylvania. 


The state's cherry harvest, about 


two weeks earlier than 
usual, is 


"generally well advanced," and the 
crop "is turning out considerably 
better than expected earlier in the 
season," federal-state reports said. 


Indicated yield of all varieties of 


cherries in the nation's 12 principal 
commercial states is 11 per ctat 
smaller than the 1940 crop, but 15 
per cent larger than the 1930-39 
average. 


Increased production in Penn- 


sylvania, Ohio, Montana, Colorado 
and California is more than offset 
by decreases in other important 


quantity.

Larger crops than last season are 


expected for peaches, grapes, plums, 
fresh primes, dried prunes, apricots 
and commercial apples, while sup- 
plies of pears and cherries are ex- 
pected to be somewhat smaller than 
in 1940.

Most trouble under the absentee 


voting laws might be experienced 
by soldiers on duty in foregin land 
or distant possessions of the United 
States, observers indicated. 


Registration Provisions 


House bill No. 1469 provides for 


registration of soldiers and states: 


"Upon written application by any 


person in military service to the 
registration commission having jur- 
isdiction in the city in which the ap- 
plicant resided on the date of en- 
tering military service a registra- 
tion card in' the form herein pre- 
scribed in duplicate "shall be mailed 
postage prepaid to the applicant at 
the address given in such applica- 
tion. Such person shall thereupon 
supply the information required on 
the registration^ card in duplicate 
and shall take the affidavit thereto 
in duplicate in the presence of his 
superior officer or of any judge of a 
court of record of the United States 
or any state or territory thereof and 
shall mail the same in duplicate 
postage prepaid to the registration 
commission 
from, which it was 


procured." 


House -bill -No. 1466 contains pro- 


visions for the method of voting by 
the soldiers.

Robertson Drowns 


Near Williamsport, 


Maryland 


A four-day canoe trip with Wash- 


ington. D. C.. as its destination 
ended tragically for its leader less 
than an hour after the trip had 
been started Tuesday afternoon 
rom Williamsport, Maryland, on 
the Potomac River. 


The leader—John J. "Jack" Rob- 


ertson, 25-year-old Gettysburg 
florist—drowned in a mishap that 
occurred at a dam across the Po- 
tomac. 


Authorities from Maryland and 


West Virginia were directing grap- 
pling operations today in an effort 
to recover the body. 


3 Companions Safe 


Three companions of Robertson 


on the trip were able to save them- 
selves only after a long struggle 
against the river current and an un- 
der-tow at the dam. 
They are 


James Hafer, Carlisle street; Maur- 
ice Weaver, West Broadway, and 
Baron Whitaker, BiglerviUe R. 1, 
brother-in-law of Robertson. 
The 


trio returned to their homes Tues- 
day evening. 


The fateful trip was started at 12:30 


o'clock on Tuesday afternoon after 
Mrs. 
Robertson and 
her young 


daughter and her sister, Ethel WMt- 
aker, had, accompanied the quartet 
to Williamsport in the truck that 
carried the canoe and equipment 
for the jaunt to Washington. 


Slid Canoe Over Dam 


Less than 10 minutes after they 


started paddling they came to a dam 
across the Potomac with a Potomac- 
Edison power plant on the Maryland 
side of the river. They decided to 
cross the river to a point closer to 
the West Virginia side where ifr ap- 
peared jit would be easier to get over 
the dam with the canoe and equip- 
ment. 


At the spot decided upon, Robert- 


son and Whitaker got out of the 
canoe in water that was about four 
eet deep-and poshed the canoe 
across the dam with Weaver and 
Hafer in-it. The canoe slid down an 
incline of about five feet. However, 
when the canoe came to rest after 
sliding down the dam, the water 
that was coming over the dam and 
the powerful under-tow caused it to 
;urn over. 


Pair Struggle Away From Dam 
Weaver and Hafer were caught 


under the canoe and at once started 
to try to reach shore, which was 
about 40 feet away. Due to the cur- 
rent caused by the water rushing 
over the dam and a counter-current 
from the other side of the dam, the 
youths had difficulty in swimming. 
The combination of currents tende/i 
to force them against the dam. 


About the time Weaver and Hafer 


reached a place in the river where 
they could stand—the depth where 
the canoe slid over the dam was es- 
timated at about ten feet—Robert-

—Allied British and Free French 
forces entered Beirut today In ac­ 
cordance with armistice terms and 
speedily proceeded with occupation 
of a1] the rest of Syria and Lebanon 
Exactly at noon. Australians who 
had broken through the Damour line 
in the greatest battle of this cam- ! 
paign took down an iron barricade 
thrown across the road at the point 
of their furthest advance and moved 
into the city, led by a squadron of 
captured French tanks driven by ' 
Australians 
They had remained stationary at 
this point since early Saturday when 
the cease-fire order became effective 
Cheered By Population 
They found the French outpost a 
quarter-mile to the north already 
abandoned and the column moved I 
slowly five miles to Beirut, cheered 
by the local population as It went 
through suburban towns along the 
way. 
Some British and Free French of­ 
ficers were in the vanguard of the 
column, but the entry Into Beirut 
was for the most part an Australian 
show. 
On entering the city the main body 
of troops went to camps in outlying 
districts. 
A part continued into the center 
of the city, where life was going on 
as usual except for a little excite­ 
ment over events and some signs of 
relief that hostilities were over. 
The tri-color still floated In the 
city and a few French officers were 
sitting about glumly at cafe tables 
trying to appear oblivious to the oc­ 
cupying forces. 
Go Back to France, Or? 
The bulk of the Vichy troops were 
In barracks deciding whether they 
want to join the Free French, stay 
here or go back to France. Armistice 
terms permit the choice. 
The first person I called on In 
Beirut was Cornelius Van E. Engert, 
the United States consul general, 
who was the agent through whom the 
British and French got together to 
make their agreement. 
He disclosed that the French com- 
manfler. General Henri Dentz. made 
the first move in that direction just 
before the fall of Damascus. 
“It s a longish story because it be­ 
gan three weeks fcgo,” he related. 
“When Damascus was on the point 
of falling and it was believed that 
Beirut would fall, too. I was asked 
lf I could find out what terms the 
British would accord in an armistice. 
I delivered the reply. 
“The French then had a few suc­ 
cesses at the front and made no fur­ 
ther move until Beirut was threat­ 
ened July 8 when General Dentz 
sent me a definite request for an 
armistice which I transmitted. On 
July IO I gave him the British reply 
and negotiations followed.” 
Dentz and members of his staff 
left Beirut before the British came 
in. headed home to France.

— went to Randolph Paul of the 
Office of Price Administration, but 
he also received another for an even 
$1. The larger was for the year 
ended June 30, the other for the 
one-week he served during the pre- 
ceding fiscal year.

plained that the payments must be 
on an annual basis, and hence two 
checks were necessary.
